The request filed on 24 October 2007 for a Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 
1.114 based on parent Application No. 10/705,183 is acceptable, and a RCE has been 
established. An action on the RCE follows.

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the newly added 
claims 33 and 34 are directed to a method of treating a Helminth infection with a polypeptide 
comprising amino acids residues 1-145 of SEQ ID NO:2, which is designated IL-174. Residues 
1-145 of SEQ ID NO:2 (161 amino acids) represents the mature form (without the signal 
peptide) of IL-174. Although the specification does not specifically mention the mature form of 
IL-174 of SEQ ID NO:2 or the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:2 without the signal peptide, the 
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concept is clearly shown in the sequence listing of the application: the first 16 amino acid 
residues of SEQ ID NO: 2 are labeled "-16 to -1", which is the way well established in the art to 
indicate a signal peptide of a polypeptide. Therefore, one skilled in the art would readily 
recognize that residues 1-145 of SEQ ID NO:2 is the mature form of the IL-174. As such, no 
new matter is added in claims 33 and 34. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
